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REMARKS 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated February 9, 2005, Applicant elects, 
without traverse, to prosecute the invention of Species I, claims 1-14. Applicant agrees with the 
Examiner that claim 1 is generic to both Species I and Species n. Accordingly, should the 
Examiner find claim 1 to be allowable, then Applicant respectfully requests rejoinder of 
dependent claims 15-16. 

Moreover, with the above preliminary amendment, Applicant has added new linking 

claims 29-42. See MPEP §§ 809 and 809.03. Applicant submits that the pending claims 1-14 

are related to these new linking claims 29-42 as a process (claims 1-14) and apparatus for its 

practice (new linking claims 29-42). See MPEP § 806.05(e). According to the MPEP: 

If the apparatus claims include a claim to "means" for practicing the process, the 
claim is a linking claim and must be examined with the elected invention. If it is 
ultimately allowed, rejoinder is required. See MPEP § 809.04. 

MPEP § 806.05(e) (emphasis added). Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that new linking 
claims 29-42 must be examined together with pending claims 1-14. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests entry and examination of linking claims 29-42. 

Furthermore, Applicant notes that claims 17-28 were cancelled in Applicant's previous 
response dated March 23, 2004. Applicant reserves the right to reintroduce such claims at a later 
date in one or more divisional applications, or as dependent claims to any one or more of the 
above linking claims that are found allowable. See M.P.E.P. § 809.
